In this country, and especially in this state, 
the qualifications and official conduct of all pub- 
lic functionaries, scarcely excepting ,even the 
lowest in station, seem to command more atten- 
tion among the public generally, than the me- 
rits or defects of those charged with the exposi- 
tion of the laws, and empowered in a great 
measure, to direct the disposal of a consider- 
able portion of the property of the citizens.— 
lwo of the chief reasons for this probably are 
that the Judges are not liable to be removed at 
every election, and that they have no offices at 
their disposal. Whatever be the cause, there 
is no doubt about the fact. A Judge, who avoids 
the imputation of a busy intermeddling in party 
politics, is tolerably safe in doing as he pleases 
im other respects. A newspaper criticism on 
the fitness of any of them for his place, in any 
but a laudatory tone, would probably excite lit- 
18 less surprise—though certainly much less 
indignation, except to the party interested, and 
his immediate friends—than an examination of 
the duct of a respectable man in the regula- 
tion of his domestic affairs. The case is other- 
wise in ENGLanp. Asa specimen of the free- 
dom with which the subject is there treated, we 
copy part ofan article in the Lonpon Morn- 
iva Heracop; which, it may be proper to note, 
is not a party paper. We shall not be suspect- 
ed of an indirect attack on any of our own Judges; 
as we can call to mind none of their members 
accused of the infirmity attributed to Mr. 
Justice Burnzovern. The Heratp says:— 
‘* An excellent Judge may occupy the Bench too 
long for his own reputation and for the interests 
of the country. Mr. Baron Granam and Mr. 
Justice Hotrorp were remarkable instances of 
Judges preserving their mental faculties unim- 
paired under the depressing infirmities of age, 
yet neither of them made way for younger men 
too soon. Mr. Justice Hotroyp was one of 
the soundest lawyers, and one of the most 
clear-headed and conscientious Judges that 
ever adorned the Bench. His term judgments 
are masterly specimens of close and luminous 
legal reasoning, and will have authority as long 
as the law of England last; but he had an in- 
firmity consequent upon his great age, which 
latterly operated as a serious delay to justice 
when he presided in Courts of Visi Prius, and 
it was his slowness in taking notes. Ifa Judge 
takes a minute to note a sentence which occu- 
pies another but half a minute, it is clear that 
the evidence which is gone through in six hours 
with the latter, will, with the former, consume 
twelve hours. But slowness in taking notes is 
not the worst consequence of the decline of 
physical powers to be apprehended in an aged 
Judge—deafness is worse; and when that in- 
firmity is accompanied with an indistinctness of 
utterance which cause a Jury to complain of not 
being able to hear a word of the charge on 
which the fate of the cause, in a great measure, 
turns, it is a hindrance to the administration of 
justice which ought not to continue. Do we put 
an imaginary case? We only state what actu- 
ally happened to Mr. Justice Burnovucu the 
other day, on the Western Circuit—at Bodmin 
we believe. Since then, we observe, that the 
civil business of the Court at Bridgewater was 
suspended for the whole day, owing to his indis- 
position. In allusion to this circumstance our 
reporter says, ‘in one case—a mining case— 
there net less than ninety witnesses in 
Bridgewater.

The State 
of Alabama appointed Commissioners to value 
the lands, allow ing preference of purchase to the 
Persons in possession, at the valuation price.— 
The consequence has been, that in favouring 
the Occupants, the lands have been va'ued so 
low as to defeat the object of the grant. The 
400,000 acres, estimated to be worth several 
million of dollars, having been valued at only 
five or six hundred thousand dollars.
